Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt said this: 
have never been quite sure that in the ' 
atomic age it is quite necessary to have 
what is known as basic training, but I am 
quiff sure it would be good for us to spend 
a year learning discipline, checking on our- 
selves physically and mentally, and learn­ 
ing such things as are needed bv a citizen 
of the United States no matter what our 
service may have to be.”
